Gang Activity in Taunton/Attleboro

31 In 2019, the Taunton Police Department confirmed 10 gangs comprising approximately
Street Gangs 157 gang members, of which over 45% were under the age of 25. Gang activity included
drug trafficking, shootings, stabbings, assault and battery, domestic assault, and home
75 invasions. Attleboro Police Department identified 59 known gang members from 21
different gangs with 3% of these individuals below the age of 25.
